It  is  a  critical 
analysis  of  the  public  speech  made  by 
de  Gaulle  to  the  French  nation  on 
television  during  the  Fifth  Republic.

Northwestern  has  conducted  Home- 
coming in  conjunction  with  football 
games  or  other  fall  semester  activities 
for  more  than  75  years,  but  the  suc- 
cess of  Spring  Homecoming  the  past 
two  years  has  prompted  university  of- 
ficials to  announce  that  Homecoming 
will  be  conducted  twice  each  year  in 
the  future. 

Dr.  C.  B.  Ellis,  assistant  to  the 
president,  said,  "We  had  to  have 
Homecoming  in  the  spring  because  of 
stadium  construction  in  1976,  but  it 
was  so  successful  that  we  decided 
to  do  it  again  this  year,  and  the  1977 
Spring  Homecoming  was  an  even 
greater  success  than  last  year." 

Hundreds  of  alumni  returned  to  the 
campus  for  a  full  day  of  activities 
that  were  highlighted  by  the  varsity 
basketball  game  in  Prather  Coliseum 
between  Northwestern  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Alabama. 

Preceding  the  game  was  an  "Old- 
timers"  basketball,  game  featuring 
former  Northwestern  varsity  players. 
The  team  coached  by  Buddy  Bates 
and  Bernard  Waggoner  beat  the  squad 
coached  by  David  Clark  and  Red 
Leach. 

More  than  25  ex-Demon  basketbal- 
lers  participated  in  the  "Oldtimers" 
game  which  head  coach  Tynes  Hilde- 
brand  says  will  become  a  regular 
feature  of  Spring  Homecoming.  In 
the  game,  players  from  the  1950's 
and  1970's  competed  against  players 
from  the  1940's  and   1960's. 

Prior  to  the  Oldtimers  game  and 
the  varsity  contest,  Northwestern 
students,  faculty  members  and  alumni 
enjoyed  a  fried  chicken  dinner  in  the 
concourse  of  the  coliseum.

Dr.  Carolyn  Huntoon  of  NASA

Dr.  Carolyn  Leach  Huntoon  of  the 
National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Ad- 
ministration in  Houston  was  the  key- 
note speaker  for  Northwestern's  an- 
nual Distinguished  Alumni  lecture 
program  which  was  conducted  in  con- 
junction with  Spring  Homecoming. 

Dr.  Huntoon,  chief  of  NASA's  Space 
Metabolism  and  Biochemistry  Branch, 
addressed  the  university's  students 
and  faculty  members  and  the  public 
at  a  campus-wide  assembly  in  the 
A.  A.  Fredericks  Fine  Arts  Center 
Auditorium. 

A  native  of  Leesville  and  a  1962 
graduate  of  NSU,  Dr.  Huntoon 
discussed  the  NASA  space  flight 
program.  She  focused  her  remarks  on 
the  significant  findings  by  man  in 
space  and  NASA's  plans  for  the  future 
in  the  space  shuttle  program. 

Dr.  Huntoon,  who  received  the  high- 
est honor  that  NASA  gives  scientists 
— the  Exceptional  Scientific  Achieve- 
ment Medal — was  one  of  13  NSU 
alumni  who  have  distinguished  them- 
selves professionally  that  were  invited 
back  to  the  university  to  participate 
in  the  lecture  program. 

The  lecture  program's  keynote 
speaker  was  recently  named  as  one 
of  the  Six  Outstanding  Women  in 
Science  Today  in  America.  She  is 
also  the  recipient  of  the  Arthur  S. 
Fleming  Award  as  an  outstanding 
young  employee  in  Federal  Civil 
Service  for  1975  and  received  the 
National  Civil  Service  League  Career 
Achievement  Award  with  special 
recognition  from  President  Ford. 


Dr.  Huntoon  was  an  exchange 
scientist  in  space  medicine  to  Russia 
in  1973.  She  was  invited  to  Moscow 
as  an  expert  in  the  area  of  biochemis- 
try and  endocrinology  to  transmit 
information  on  space  flights. 

The  distinguished  Northwestern 
alumnus  was  invited  to  deliver  a 
scientific  paper  before  the  Inter- 
national Endocrinology  Congress  in 
Austria  in  1972  and  again  in  1975.  She 
is  the  author  of  more  than  100  pub- 
lished papers. 

Dr.  Huntoon,  who  received  numer- 
ous awards  for  work  performed  in 
conjunction  with  the  APOLLO  Pro- 
ject, was  named  chief  of  the  Space 
Metabolism  and  Biochemistry  Branch 
in  1976.  As  chief  of  the  branch,  she 
directs  the  operations  of  the  micro- 
biology, endocrinology,  cellular  analy- 
sis, neurophysiology  and  other  related 
laboratories. 

The  Leesville  High  School  graduate 
received  a  degree  in  medical  tech- 
nology from  NSU.  She  later  attended 
Baylor  University  in  Waco,  Tex.  where 
she  was  awarded  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  de- 
grees in  physiology. 

Dr.  Huntoon,  who  has  done  gradu- 
ate work  at  the  Institution  of  Lou- 
vain  in  Belgium,  is  on  the  faculty  at 
Baylor  College  of  Medicine,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Texas  School  of  Health 
Sciences  in  Houston  and  the  Marine 
Biochemistry  Institute  in  Galveston. 

She  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Aerospace  Medical  Association  and 
numerous  other  professional  and 
scientific  organizations. 


Four  Former  Athletes  Inducted  Into  Hall  Of  Fame 


Four  of  the  top  athletes  in  North- 
western's  storied  sports  history — V.  M. 
Robert,  John  D.  Bell,  W.  D.  Baucum 
and  E.  E.  "Major"  Sims — were  in- 
ducted into  the  university's  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  during  Spring  Home- 
coming ceremonies. 

The  announcement  of  the  election 
of  the  four  into  the  prestigious  hall 
was  made  prior  to  Homecoming  by 
Dr.  Allen  Bonnette,  chairman  of  the 
Graduate  "N"  Club  Hall  of  Fame  Se- 
lection Committee.  Bonnette  said  that 
the  four  were  inducted  in  the  "Old- 
timers"  Category. 

Bonnette  said  that  only  three  per- 
sons a  year  may  be  inducted  from 
the  modern  athletic  era,  or  from  1940 
to  the  present,  but  that  special  in- 
ductions may  be  held  for  athletes  who 
attended  the  university  prior  to  the 
modern  era. 

The  induction  of  Robert,  Bell,  Bau- 
cum and  Sims  brings  to  40  the  total 
number  of  former  athletes  and 
coaches  honored  with  induction  into 
the  "N"  Club  Hall. 

Sims  earned  a  total  of  15  letters 
during  a  four-year  career  at  North- 
western from  1925-1929.  He  captained 
the  football  team  for  two  years  and 
started  at  quarterback  all  four  sea- 
sons, while  also  earning  four  letters 
in  baseball,  football  and  basketball 
and  three  letters  in  track. 

Sims  was  the  club's  batting  champ- 
ion three  times  in  baseball  and  was 
awarded  the  coveted  Gold  Baseball 
Trophy  for  batting  excellence  during 
his  senior  year,  along  with  being  an 
outstanding  shortstop  and  second 
baseman. 

He  also  ran  the  half  mile  for  the 
track  squad  and  lost  only  two  races 
during  his  career,  losing  in  his  first 
race  as  a  freshman  and  his  last  in 
the  SIAA  championships  as  a  junior. 

Sims,  who  began  his  football  career 
as  a  halfback  and  was  thrust  into  the 
quarterback  slot  when  former  star 
"Rags"  Turpin  was  injured,  served  as 
a  teacher  and  principal  at  Olla  High 
School  for  40  years  before  retiring. 

Baucum  also  starred  in  several 
sports  in  a  four-year  career  from  1932- 
1936.  He  captained  both  the  football 
and  basketball  teams  as  a  senior  and 
lettered  four  years  in  both  sports 
and  added  four  more  letters  in  track. 

«.  quarterback  on  the  football  squad 
and  a  guard  in  basketball,  Baucum 
threw  the  javelin  and  ran  the  440- 
yard  dash  in  track.  He  led  his  basket- 
ball team  to  the  SIAA  tournament 
twice  against  teams  from  the  entire 
south. 

A  storied  high  school  coach,  Bau- 
cum is  one  of  only  two  coaches  in  the

state  to  win  state  titles  in  both  foot- 
ball and  basketball,  performing  that 
feat  during  22  years  of  coaching  at 
Springhill  High  School.  He  is  also 
the  only  coach  in  the  state  ever 
chosen  to  serve  as  head  coach  for 
both  the  football  and  basketball 
squads  in  the  annual  LHSAA  All- 
Star  games. 

Baucum,  who  coached  Heisman 
Trophy  winner  John  David  Crow  at 
Springhill,  currently  serves  as  super- 
visor of  secondary  education  with  the 
Webster  Parish  School  Board. 

Robert  was  a  four  sport  star  in 
tennis,  basketball,  baseball  and  foot- 
ball at  NSU  in  1916-17.  He  graduated 
in  1923  after  serving  in  the  service 
in  World  War  I.  His  prowess  was  most 
evident  on  the  basketball  court,  as 
he  helped  lead  teams  of  legendary 
head  coach  H.  Lee  Prather  to  records 
of  10-1  and  14-1  during  his  career. 

Roberts  was  named  to  Coach  Pra- 
tber's  All  Time  basketball  team  over 
25  years  after  his  playing  days. 
Prather  coached  at  Northwestern  for 
37  years^  and  selection  to  his  all-time 
team  was  one  of  the  top  honors  an 
NSU  basketball  player  could  receive. 

Also  considered  one  of  the  cut- 
standing  football  players  of  his  era, 
Robert  scored  NSU's  winning  touch- 
down in  the  1916  game  against  Lou- 


isiana Tech.  He  later  guided  Harris 
High  School  to  three  straight  champ- 
ionships in  basketball  from  1924-26, 
when  schools  were  not  classified  ac- 
cording to  size. 

Robert  served  as  a  teacher,  coach 
and  principal  in  the  Claiborne  Parish 
School  system  before  retiring  several 
years  ago. 

Bell  began  his  Northwestern  career 
as  a  football  quarterback  but  gained 
more  fame  on  the  tennis  courts  in  a 
four-year  career  from  1936-40.  He 
played  No.  1  singles  for  three  years 
and  went  undefeated  in  two  of  those 
seasons  in  addition  to  winning  three 
straight  Gulf  States  Conference  ten- 
nis titles. 

Hailed  as  one  of  Northwestern's 
greatest  tennis  players  prior  to  the 
resurgence  of  the  sport  during  the 
modern  era,  Bell  won  numerous  other 
tournaments  and  individual  matches 
during  his  career.  He  also  teamed  with 
Natchitoches  merchant  Jack  Fisher 
on  NSU's  No.  1  doubles  team,  and  they 
also  won  a  conference  championship. 

Bell  also  played  wingback  in  foot- 
ball for  four  years,  including  a  key 
role  on  NSU's  undefeated  1939  foot- 
ball team  which  is  one  of  only  two 
unbeaten  teams  in  school  history. 
He  also  won  the  college  title  in  golf 
during  his  career.

Breckenridge  Gets  Distinguished    Faculty   Chair 


Dr.  Robert  L.  Breckenridge  of  the 
Department  of  Behavioral  Sciences 
at  Northwestern  has  been  selected  as 
recipient  of  the  university's  first  Dis- 
tinguished Faculty  Chair,  an  award 
established  this  year  for  recognition 
of  excellence  in  teaching. 

Breckenridge,  who  is  an  associate 
professor  and  chairman  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Psychology,  was  presented  a 
plaque  and  a  $500  cash  award. 

Making  the  special  presentations 
to  Breckenridge  were  NSU  president 
Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick  and  Dr.  Rob- 
ert A.  Alost,  dean  of  the  College  of 
Education  at  Northwestern.  The 
award  was  established  by  the  College 
of  Education. 

Selection  of  Breckenridge  to  be- 
come the  first  Northwestern  educator 
to  receive  the  faculty  chair  award  was 
made  by  a  committee  composed  of 
faculty  members  and  NSU  students 
from  the  College  of  Education. 

Breckenridge  received  a  B.A.  degree 
in  psychology  and  an  M.S.  degree  in 
clinical  psychology  from  North  Texas 
State  University.

He  has  had  five  scientific  studies 
published  in  leading  journals  in  the 
United  States  and  has  presented  more

An  original  purple  blazer  worn  in 
1S26  by  a  charter  member  of  North- 
western's  Purple  Jackets  honorary 
service  organization  for  women  has 
been  presented  to  the  archives  divi- 
sion of  NSU's  Eugene  P.  Watson 
Memorial  Library. 

The  purple  blazer  was  presented 
to  Northwestern  by  Mrs.  Doris  Henry 
Pierson  of  Natchitoches.  She  was  one 
of  the  club's  18  charter  members 
when  the  service  organization  was 
established  more  than  50  years  ago. 

Mrs.  Pierson  wore  the  jacket  last 
fall  when  she  attended  the  Purple 
Jackets'  50th  anniversary  reunion 
which  was  conducted  in  conjunction 
with  Northwestern's  bicentennial 
homecoming  celebration. 

The  NSU  alumnus,  who  received  an 
undergraduate  degree  from  North- 
western in  1927  and  a  master's  degree 
from  NSU  in  1957,  presented  her 
blazer  to  current  Purple  Jackets  presi- 
dent Barbara  Hogeboom  of  McAles- 
ter,  Okla.  Miss  Hogeboom  presented 
the  jacket  to  John  M.  Price,  head  of 
the  university's  archives  division,  for 
permanent  display  in  the  Louisiana 
Room  of  the  library. 

According  to  Mrs.  Pierson,  the  his- 
tory of  Northwestern's  Purple  Jackets 
began  in  1926  when  V.  L.  Roy,  presi- 
dent of  the  university  when  it  was 
known  as  Louisiana  State  Normal  Col-

lege,  visited  the  University  of  Texas 
in  Austin. 

"President  Roy  was  impressed  by 
the  Yellow  Jackets,  a  service  organi- 
zation at  Texas  that  functioned  at 
homecoming,  acted  as  greeters,  hostes- 
ses and  ushers  whenever  needed," 
she  said.  "President  Roy  decided 
Normal  should  have  a  similar  organi- 
zation." 

Mrs.  Pierson  recalled  that  Presi- 
dent Roy  called  a  meeting  of  coeds, 


two  from  each  society  or  club.  "About 
18  girls  were  selected."  she  stated. 
"At  the  first  meeting  in  Caldwell 
Hall,  he  explained  the  purpose  of 
the  organization  and  had  the  group 
elect  a  leader.  We  elected  Mabel  Cal- 
lender  of  Haynesville." 

The  NSU  alumnus  stated  that 
President  Roy  ordered  the  purple 
jackets  to  go  with  white  pleated  skirts 
and  white  blouses,  thus  creating  a 
new  club  on  campus  in  1926. 


Scholarship  Is  Formed  To  Honor  Dr.  Sarah  Clapp 


Dr.  Sarah  L.  C.  Clapp,  who  taught 
||  at  Northwestern  for  three  decades 
[  before  her  retirement  in  1961,  was 
I  honored  at  a  reception  which  was 
I  highlighted  by  the  announcement  of 
I  the  establishment  of  an  NSU  scholar- 
ship in  her  honor. 

The  retired  English  professor  joined 
the  NSU  faculty  in  1931  when  the 
university  was  known  as  Louisiana 
State  Normal  College.  She  was  North- 
western's  first  female  faculty  member 
to  hold  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Phi- 
losophy and  was  considered  a  leading 
authority  on  the  history  of  18th  and 
19th  Century  English  literature. 

Beta  Kappa  chapter  of  Delta  Kappa 
Gamma  international  professional 
teachers  association  for  women  es- 
tablished the  scholarship  foundation 
in  Dr.  Clapp's  honor  to  recognize  out- 
standing college  students  who  exhibit 
the  potential  to  become  good  teachers. 

Dr.  Clapp  was  a  Louisiana  state 
founder  of  Delta  Kappa  Gamma.  She 
served  as  the  first  treasurer  of  Epsi- 
lon  state  and  was  also  founder  and  an 
early  president  of  Epsilon  chapter. 

The  scholarship  foundation  was 
established  through  proceeds  from  the 
local  chapter's  arts  and  crafts  sale 
held  annually  in  December  and  from 
contributions  made  to  the  NSU  Foun- 
dation in  honor  of  Dr.  Clapp. 

While  at  Northwestern,  the  retired 
English  professor  served  twice  as 
secretary  of  the  Louisiana  College 
Conference  and  helped  to  establish 
the  NSU  chapter  of  Phi  Kappa  Phi 
national  honor  society  for  scholastic 
excellence.  She  was  also  one  of  the 
first  persons  to  advocate  the  election 
of  women  to  offices  in  the  Louisiana 
Teachers  Association. 

Dr.  Clapp  was  one  of  the  co-found- 
ers of  Northwestern's  Campus  Wo- 
men's Club  and  served  as  president 
of  the  local  chapter  of  the  American 
Association  of  University  Professors. 
Soon  after  joining  the  Northwestern 
faculty,  she  became  active  in  the 
American  Association  of  University 
Women  and  later  served  as  president 
of  its  Natchitoches  branch  and  Lou- 
isiana division. 

Dr.  Clapp,  who  is  listed  in  numerous 
Who's  Who  publications,  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Modern  Language 
Association  and  was  selected  as  a 
member  of  a  committee  which  orga- 
nized the  South  Central  Modern  Lan- 
guage Association. 

Delta  Kappa  Gamma  president  Dr. 
Colleen  Monk  said  the  scholarship 
will  be  awarded  to  junior  students 
majoring  in  the  College  of  Education. 
She  said  the  students  "must  be  out- 
standing in  every  area  with  qualities 
and  dedication  toward  becoming  good 
teachers."

Northwestern  Will  Participate 
In  Foreign  Studies  Programs 


Northwestern  officials  have  an- 
nounced that  NSU  has  become  affili- 
ated with  the  Semester  at  Sea  pro- 
gram which  is  administered  by  the 
Institute  for  Shipboard  Education. 

In  announcing  the  affiliation,  NSU 
President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick  said 
that  Dr.  Deanie  Moore,  assistant  pro- 
fessor in  the  Department  of  Sociology 
and  Social  Work  at  Northwestern,  will 
become  the  southern  representative 
for  the  Semester  at  Sea  program 
which  is  conducted  aboard  the  S.  S. 
Universe  Campus,  an  18,000-ton  air- 
conditioned  liner. 

According  to  Dr.  Moore,  the  Se- 
mester at  Sea  program  offers  under- 
graduate students  an  opportunity  to 
travel  to  foreign  countries  and  pur- 
sue college  credit  while  aboard  an 
ocean  liner  that  has  been  modified  for 
academic  purposes. 

The  Semester  at  Sea  program 
sponsors  an  "Around  the  World" 
package  in  spring,  Feb.  25  to  June  5, 
and  a  "Circle  Africa"  unit  in  the  fall, 
beginning  September  7  and  ending 
Dec.  17.  Mediterranean  and  North 
Africa  study  trips  for  teachers  and 
adult  education  is  offered  in  the 
summer  from  June  15  to  Aug.  15  and 
mixed   student   and   adult   education 


voyages  in  the  Caribbean  are  held 
during  the  winter. 

While  sailing  aboard  the  S.  S. 
Universe  Campus,  students  may  en- 
roll in  such  classes  as  art,  art  history, 
anthropology,  communications,  eco- 
nomics,  ethnomusicology,  political 
science,  literature,  history,  inter- 
national studies,  psychology,  com- 
parative religion  and  environmental 
science. 

The  Division  of  Continuing  Educa- 
tion at  Northwestern  will  also  sponsor 
a  32-day  educational  tour  of  Egypt 
during  the  summer  of  1977. 

The  summer  study  program  is 
scheduled  to  begin  June  26  from  New 
York  City  and  will  end  on  July  31. 

Dr.  Hoyt  Reed,  director  of  continu- 
ing education  at  Northwestern,  said 
the  program  will  consist  of  24  days  of 
study  in  Cairo,  one  week  of  field 
study  in  Luxer,  Aswan  and  Abu  Sim- 
bel  and  visits  to  London  and  Paris. 

Three  or  six  hours  of  graduate  or 
undergraduate  credit  will  be  awarded 
upon  completion  of  the  tour,  Reed 
said.

First  Phase  of  Recreation  Complex  Is  Completed 


The  Student  Union  Governing  Board 
of  Northwestern  conducted  an  open 
house  program  recently  at  the  uni- 
versity's new  Olympic-size  outdoor 
swimming  pool  and  modern  pool 
pavilion. 

The  L-shaped  swimming  pool  and 
the  accompanying  5,200-square-foot 
pavilion  are  the  central  features  in 
the  first  phase  of  Northwestern's 
recreational  complex  which  opens  of- 
ficially this  spring. 

Facilities  in  the  first  phase  of  the 
project  were  constructed  by  Industrial 
Design  and  Construction  of  Natchito- 
ches at  a  cost  of  more  than  $700,000. 
John  Gabriel  of  Lake  Charles  was  the 
architect  for  the  project. 

Open  house  at  the  recreational  com- 
plex was  held  in  mid-March  to  allow 
Northwestern  students,  faculty  and 
staff  members,  and  the  public  an 
opportunity  to  tour  the  facilities  be- 
fore they  became  operational. 

The  swimming  pool  is  50  meters 
long  and  25  yards  wide  and  includes 
a  15-foot  diving  well  with  one-meter 
and  three-meter  diving  boards.  The 
swimming  facility  will  accomodate 
some  450  people. 

Constructed  primarily  of  stone  and 
western  cedar  beams,  the  pavilion 
features  a  snack  bar  and  lounge  area, 
basket  room,  dressing  rooms,  shower 
facilities,  first  aid  room  and  office 
area  for  the  pool  manager. 

Construction  of  the  first  phase 
of  the  recreational  complex  also  in- 
cluded entrance  roads  to  the  facili- 
ties, a  parking  lot  for  some  60  auto- 
mobiles and  extension  of  utilities, 
such   as   water,   gas  and  electricity. 

Bob  Wilson,  director  of  the  Stu- 
dent Union  at  NSU,  said  the  swim- 
ming pool  facility  will  be  open  from 
11  a.m.  to  9  p.m.  on  Saturdays,  from 
1  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  on  Sundays,  and  from 
1  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  Tuesdays  through 
Fridays. 

According  to  Wilson,  full-time 
students  on  the  Natchitoches  campus 
of  NSU  are  permitted  to  use  the  pool 
facilities  upon  presentation  of  a  cur- 
rent ID  card.  Other  persons  will  be 
permitted  to  use  the  facilities  by  ob- 
taining a  membership  or  paying  a 
usage  fee. 

The  Research  and  Development 
Committee  of  the  Student  Union  Gov- 
erning Board,  which  has  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  project,  is  now  re- 
viewing plans  and  specifications  for 
the  second  phase  of  the  complex 
which  will  cost  more  than  $500,000  to 
construct. 

Included  in  the  second  phase  of 
the  recreational  complex  will  be  four 
tennis  courts,  a  nine-hole  golf  course, 
a  tennis-golf  pro  shop,  picnic  areas 
and  general  landscaping. 

When  the  recreational  complex  at 
Northwestern  is  completed — hopefully 
by  the  summer  of  1978 — NSU  will  be 
the  only  university  or  college  in  the

nation  combining  swimming,  tennis, 
golf  and  other  recreational  activities 
on  one  central  site. 

Rory  Alexander  of  Pensacola,  Fla., 
is  the  current  president  of  the  Stu- 
dent Union  Governing  Board  at 
Northwestern,  and  the  chairman  of 
the  SUGB's  Research  and  Develop- 
ment Committee  is  Leigh  Perkins  of 
Natchitoches. 

Recently  named  as  manager  of  the 
swimming  pool  facilities  for  the  com- 
plex was  William  H.  Hochstetler,  who 
was  also  appointed  to  serve  as  direc- 
tor of  intramurals  at  the  university. 

According  to  Wilson,  the  idea  for 
the  recreational  complex  was  con- 
ceived by  NSU  students  during  the 
1969-70  school  year  to  provide  more 
recreational  opportunities  for  stu- 
dents. 


In  1973  when  the  Research  and 
Development  Committee  began  its 
planning  for  the  complex,  Northwest- 
ern students  visited  the  campuses  of 
the  University  of  Alabama,  University 
of  Tennessee,  Oklahoma  State  Uni- 
versity and  the  University  of  Okla- 
homa to  study  the  outdoor  recrea- 
tional facilities  at  those  universities. 

Funding  for  the  unique  project 
began  in  1974  when  Northwestern 
students  assessed  themselves  fees  to 
cover  50  percent  of  the  cost  of  con- 
struction of  the  complex.  The  Stu- 
dent Union  Governing  Board  then  re- 
ceived a  federal  grant  from  the 
Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  in  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Interior  through 
the  Louisiana  State  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Commission  to  cover  the  remain- 
ing half  of  the  construction  costs. 
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Turpin  Stadium  Set  To  Open  Sept.  3 


After  several  years  of  planning  and 
two  years  of  actual  construction,  the 
stage  is  set  for  the  opening  of  Harry 
"Rags"  Turpin  Football  Stadium  dur- 
ing Northwestern  State  University's 
1977  football  season. 

The  stadium,  a  15,522-seat  structure 
which  is  actually  an  expansion  and 
renovation  of  old  Demon  Stadium, 
is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  July 
15  and  will  be  formally  dedicated  on 
Sept.  3,  1977,  the  date  of  NSU's  open- 
Hug  football  game  of  the  season 
against  Texas-Arlington. 

Several  activities  are  planned  to 
go  along  with  the  dedication  of  the 
structure  and  the  season-opening  bat- 
tle, and  state  political  figures  and 
dignitaries  are  scheduled  to  be  on 
hand. 

The  Demons  played  in  Turpin  Sta- 
dium, named  after  former  NSU  coach 
Harry  Turpin,  last  season  when  the 
facility  was  only  partially  completed. 
The  student  or  general  admission  side 
was  completed  before  last  season,  as 
was  the  all-new  artificial  surface  As- 
troturf  field. 

This  season,  the  home  side  of  the 
stadium    will    be    finished    and    will 


feature  a  new  second  deck,  a  VIP  area 
situated  between  the  two  decks  and 
a  new  two-story  press  box  facility. 

The  VIP  boxes,  which  will  seat  a 
total  of  225  fans  in  three  sections 
(labeled  the  "Demon  Den,"  the 
"Devil's  Delight"  and  the  "Hell's  Hol- 
low"), and  are  available  to  alumni 
and  fans  who  join  the  Demon  Booster 
Club  in  the  Century  or  higher  club. 
Reserved  seats  are  $5  in  the  boxes 
for  those  club  members. 

For  the  first  time  this  season,  game- 


by-game  tickets  will  be  available  for 
pre-season  sale.  In  the  past,  fans 
wanting  advance  tickets  before  the 
start  of  the  season  have  had  to  buy 
season  tickets.  This  year,  individual 
game  tickets  are  $5  for  reserved  seats, 
$3.50  for  general  admission  and  $2  for 
students.  Season  tickets  are  also 
available  in  any  of  the  areas. 

Tickets  may  be  purchased  by  con- 
tacting or  writing  the  NSU  athletic 
department  in  Prather  Coliseum  on 
the  NSU  campus.

Northwestern  State  University  made  it  through  the 
football  recruiting  "second  season"  unscatched  by  signing 
all  of  its  original  signees  to  the  national  letter  of  intent. 

NSU  head  football  coach  A.  L.  Williams  announced 
that  the  22  athletes  the  Demons  had  signed  prior  to  the 
Feb.  15  national  letter  date  had  signed  the  binding  letter 
and  will  be  enrolled  at  Northwestern  in  the  summer  or 
fall  semesters. 

"We  are  extremely  pleased  that  we  were  able  to  sign 
everyone  to  the  national  letter,"  Williams  said.  "We  hadn't 
anticipated  any  problems  since  we  knew  that  we  had 
signed  quality  individuals  in  the  first  place,  but  we  can 
breathe  a  little  deeper  now." 

The  Demons  held  their  spring  practice  in  February 
and  March  prior  to  the  Mar.  31  Purple-White  Spring  Foot- 
ball Game  in  Alexandria.   That  intrasquad  contest  was 


played  in  Alexandria  Senior  High  School's  Trojan  Sta- 
dium in  Alexandria. 

"We  did  well  at  filling  the  spots  that  needed  to  be 
filled,"  Williams  said.  "We've  got  some  holes  left  by 
graduation  from  last  year,  but  1  think  several  of  our 
freshman  will  be  able  to  step  in  next  year  and  do  a 
good  job." 

Among  the  signees  are  four  offensive  linemen,  four 
defensive  ends,  four  defensive  backs,  three  defensive 
down  linemen,  two  linebackers,  two  wide  receivers,  two 
running  backs  and  one  quarterback. 

"We  didn't  load  up  in  any  one  position,"  Williams 
said,  "and  we  felt  we  got  some  of  the  best  people  avail- 
able at  each  position.  Without  a  doubt,  this  is  one  of 
our  best  recruiting  years." 

The  Demons  are  coming  off  a  5-5  season  in  1976,  a 
4V2-game  improvement  over  two  previous  1-10  seasons, 
in  1974  and  1975.

Reynolds  Leads  NSU  Cagers  To  17-9  Record 


When  the  1976-77  basketball  sea- 
son began,  there  were  few  doubters 
to  the  fact  that  Billy  Reynolds  was  in 
the  middle  of  one  of  the  greatest 
careers  ever  compiled  by  a  Northwest- 
ern State  University  player. 

Those   doubters  now   number  zero. 

Reynolds,  a  6-foot-6  superstar  for- 
ward from  the  small  community  of 
Calhoun,  all  but  rewrote  NSU's  bas- 
ketball record  book  during  his  senior 
season,  and  it  is  mostly  through  his 
efforts  that  the  Demon  squad  put 
together  a  17-9  record.  That  mark 
was  one  of  the  top  records  in  the 
state  as  well  as  one  of  the  best  in 
recent  NSU  history. 

In  fact,  the  only  time  a  Northwest- 
ern squad  had  compiled  a  better  rec- 
ord in  the  past  decade  was  in  1973-74 
when  th«  Demons  went  21-9  and 
advanced  all  the  way  to  NAIA  Na- 
tional Tournament. 

Reynolds  closed  out  his  career  with 
a  27-point  effort  in  a  foul-plagued 
115-99  loss  to  La.  Tech  in  Ruston. 
Hidden  in  the  disappointment  of  the 
loss,  however,  was  a  milestone:  Rey- 
nolds went  over  the  2,000-point  mark 
in  his  NSU  career. 

Only  16  other  players  in  state 
history  have  ever  achieved  the  magic 
2,000  mark,  and  their  names  read  like 


a  'Who's  Who"  in  state  basketball 
history:  Pete  Maravich,  Dwight  La- 
mar, Robert  Parish,  Mike  Green, 
Giynn  Saulters  and  several  other 
names  just  as  notable. 

What  he's  done  is  to  set  new  school 
records  for  most  career  points  (2,- 
009),  most  points  in  a  single  season 
(686)  and  most  scoring  average  in  a 
single  season  (26.4),  along  with 
numerous  other  school  marks.  It's 
also  often  overlooked,  but  Reynolds 
is  also  NSU's  second-leading  all-time 
rebounder,  with  a  career  total  of  1,150 
rebounds. 

"The  Kid"  was  also  the  Demons' 
leading  scorer  in  16  of  NSU's  last 
17  games,  including  the  last  11 
straight  where  he  topped  the  team  in 
the  scoring  column.  Not  by  coinci- 
dence, NSU  won  nine  of  those  last 
11  outings. 

Two  other  seniors,  6-foot-3  guard 
Dan  Bell  and  6-foot-4  forward  Tom 
Edens,  also  closed  their  NSU  careers 
this  season.  Bell,  a  native  of  Hunts- 
ville,  Ala.  who  attended  Walker 
Junior  College  in  Oakman,  Ala.,  for 
two  years,  ended  the  season  with  a 
15.6  average  and  became  Northwest- 
ern's  third  most  accurate  free  throw 
shooter  of  all  time  with  a  career 
percentage  of  81.8  from  the  line.  He 


hit  on  85.9  percent  of  his  attempts 
during  his  senior  season,  good  enough 
to  rank  nationally  in  that  category. 

Edens,  a  native  of  Phoenix,  Ariz., 
played  his  junior  college  ball  at  Glen- 
dale  Community  College  in  Phoenix 
before  coming  to  NSU.  Although  play 
ing  a  substitute  role  for  two  seasons, 
Edens  saw  action  in  all  but  four  NSU 
games  during  his  career  and  played 
in  every  game  this  season.  He  aver- 
aged 2.6  points  and  2.2  rebounds  per 
game. 

Three  of  the  starters  this  season 
were  underclassmen:  6-foot-6  junior 
Lester  Elie,  5-foot-9  guard  Lester 
Davis  and  6-foot-6  center  Frederick 
Piper.  Elie  ended  with  a  13.7  scoring 
average  and  a  7.7  rebound  norm, 
including  a  .532  percentage  from  the 
field,  while  Davis  was  the  fourth 
player  in  double  figures  with  a  13.0 
average.  Davis  also  led  the  team  in 
assists  with  110  and  in  steals  with  76. 

Piper,  who  stepped  into  a  starting 
role  right  out  of  Peabody  High  School, 
ended  the  season  with  a  7.4  scoring 
average  and  was  second  on  the  team 
in  rebounding  with  a  9.2  average  on 
the  boards.  His  board  work,  as  much 
as  anything  else,  was  one  of  the  keys 
to  the  Demons'  late-season  surge. 
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Lady  Demons  Second  In  State;  Brewer  State  M\  . 


They  were  seeded  third  going  into 
the  meet,  but  there  were  a  lot  of 
people  who  felt  that  Northwestern 
State  University's  Lady  Demon  basket- 
ball team  might  not  finish  that  highly 
in  the  La.  Association  for  Intercol- 
legiate Athletics  for  Women  (LAI- 
AW)  state  tournament  in  Ruston. 

That  group  of  people  didn't  neces- 
sarily include  NSU  head  coach  Char- 
lotte Corley,  but  she  wasn't  exactly 
overconfident  about  her  team's 
chances.  "I  was  hoping  we'd  slip 
into  the  third  spot  and  get  to  go  to 
the  regionals,"  she  openly  admitted. 

As  it  turned  out,  she  was  proved 
wrong — along  with  the  other  skeptics. 
The  Lady  Demons  played  perhaps 
their  best  basketball  of  the  season 
and  grabbed  the  second  place  spot 
behind  tournament  champion  La. 
Tech.  Included  in  that  march  was  a 
big  87-82  upset  of  pre-tourney 
favorite  LSU. 

"They  just  played  their  hearts 
out,"  Corley  said  of  her  team,  which 
finished  the  season  with  a  17-14  rec- 
ord. "Every  single  team  we  played 
had  a  big  height  advantage  on  us, 
especially  LSU,  but  that  didn't  stop 
us  from  doing  what  we  had  to  do." 

The  Lady  Demons  opened  the 
double-elimination  tournament  with 
an  easy  95-67  win  over  Southwestern 
La.,  gaining  revenge  in  a  big  way 
after  the  Lady  Cajuns  had  upset  NSU 
earlier  in  Lafayette.  However,  they 
fell  to  Tech  93-74  in  the  winners' 
bracket  semifinals. 

The  Lady  Demons  edged  Northeast 
La.  81-76  and  topped  Southern  Uni- 
versity 92-79  to  reach  the  top  three. 
That  last  win  set  up  the  meeting  with 
LSU,  which  the  Lady  Demons  won 
behind  the  36-point  outburst  of  Lisa 
Brewer. 

The  NSU  girls  lost  in  the  finals  to 
Tech  80-72,  thanks  mostly  to  a  poor 


33.8  percent  effort  from  the  floor. 
The  Lady  Demons  outrebounded  the 
taller  Techsters  57-45. 

Brewer,  a  5-foot-6  sophomore,  scored 
162  points  in  Northwestern's  six 
games  for  a  27.0  average  in  tourna- 
ment play  and  walked  away  with 
the   highest  individual  honor  of  the 


tourney,  being  named  Most  Valuable 
Player  in  the  meet. 

The  Lady  Demons,  along  with  Tech 
and  LSU,  represented  the  state  in  the 
Region  IV  AJAW  tournament  in 
Monroe.  The  regional  featured  teams 
from  a  four-state  area,  and  NSU 
reached  the  consolation  semifinals  in 
that  event.

Track  and  Tennis  Loom  Strong  In  Spring  Sports 


Northwestern  State  University's  men's  tennis  and  track 
and  field  teams  gave  early  signs  that  they  would  be  tlie 
teams  to  watch  during  the  Demons'  spring  sports  season. 

Coach  Johnnie  Emmons'  nationally-known  tennis  squad 
held  a  12.1  record  early  in  the  season  against  several  of  the 
country's  top  teams.  The  Demon  netters  faced  Michigan 
State,  Oklahoma  State,  Southern  Illinois,  Wichita  State 
and  North  Texas  State  early  in  the  season  and  will  meet 
the  majority  of  the  state  schools  later  in  the  campaign. 

The  Demon  netters  compiled  a  24-1  dual  match  record 
during  1976  and  finished  ninth  in  the  NCAA  Division  11 
National  Tournament.  NSU,  which  has  won  35  of  its  last  36 
dual  matches,  is  classified  Division  I  this  year. 

The  track  squad  of  Coach  Jerry  Dyes  placed  second 
in  the  two  early-season  meets  and  seemed  to  get  stronger 
with  every  outing.  The  Demon  cindermen,  after  finishing 
in  the  runner-up  spot  in  last  year's  NAIA  National  Champ- 
ionships and  in  the  top  ten  in  the  NCAA  Division  II  meet, 
will  be  out  to  improve  that  showing  this  year,  their  first 
in  Division  I. 


The  track  team  is  handicapped  with  a  lack  of  practice 
facilities  this  season  due  to  construction  on  an  all-new 
Tartan  track  and  field  complex.  The  new  facility  is  sched- 
uled to  be  completed  in  April. 

The  NSU  baseball  team  of  Coach  Herbie  Smith  bat- 
tled hard  luck  early  in  the  season  and  held  an  8-18  record 
prior  to  the  halfway  mark  in  the  season.  The  Demons  are 
operating  this  spring  with  a  total  of  11  freshman  pitchers 
and  had  no  experienced  hurlers  back  from  last  season. 

Northwestern's  golf  team  was  also  plagued  by  inex- 
perience early  in  the  season,  even  though  finishing  fourth 
among  seven  teams  in  their  opening  tournament.  The 
linksters  of  Coach  Derwood  Duke  will  be  seeking  to  return 
to  national  tournament  competition,  which  they  have  been 
in  five  of  the  past  six  years. 

The  NSU  women's  tennis  team  of  Coach  Larry  Lambert 
held  a  6-4  record  at  mid-season  but  showed  much  improve- 
ment over  last  season.  They  faced  most  of  the  state's 
top  teams  in  the  early  season  and  will  be  looking  for  their 
first  winning  record  in  school  history  as  well  as  a  berth 
in  the  state  AIAW  tournament.

mistakingly  use  only  tangible,  ma- 
terial indicators  of  success.  They  for- 
get the  intagible  and  important  con- 
tributions to  life  made  through  the 
study  of  liberal  arts,  the  sciences  and 
the  fine  arts. 

All  of  us  remember  taking  courses 
and  studying  material  whose  value 
we  questioned  because  it  was  not 
viewed  as  being  directly  related  to 
earning  money.  In  retrospect,  how- 
ever, most  of  us  recognize  that  what 
we  are  today  has  been  largely  in- 
fluenced by  the  knowledge  and  the 
ability  to  think,  an  ability  which  was 
acquired  at  our  university. 

When  some  people  speak  of  "trim- 
ming the  fat"  and  removing  curricula 
not  directly  related  to  vocational  and 
professional  preparation,  we  must 
all  rise  up  in  opposition.  America's 
future  demands  that  universities 
everywhere  be  more  than  vocational 
technical  schools.
